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Many of the papers of the State 
have advocated a law anthorizing 
lotteries, directly in the teeth of a 
constitutional provision prohibit- 
ing legislation to encourage this 
mode of filching as it were from 
those who are ready to be duped by 
the hope of getting something for 
nothing. Forthe purpose of cater- 
ing to this element who sanction 
the trampling of this constitutional 
provision under foot, there was in- 
troduced in the Senate an Act au- 
thorizing the formation of a corpo- 
rut on for the purpose of conducting 
and carrying ou a State lottery in 
the State of Nevada, and to repeal 
all Acts, parts of Acts and so much 
of the common law now in force in 
the State of Nevada, as conflicts 
with or is repugnant to the provi- 
sions of the Act. The introduction 
of this measure is not a matter of 
much importance because almost 
any member of a legislative body 
will introduce a bill or petition 
which a constituency may ask him 
to do; but that a body of legislators 
should pass such a measure almost 
unanimously, is a commentary 
that reflects not only on the intel- 
ligence but integrity of those who 
supported it. The intelligence, be- 
cause thera is not only a constifu- 
tional provision against the meas- 
ure, but a similar bill once disgraced 
the statutes of the State and was 
pronounced unconstitutional by our 
Supreme Court, as will appear by 
reference to the cases of exparte 
Blanchard 9, Nevada 101, and the 
State vs. Overton 16, Nevada 136. 
The records of the Senate show 
that all the members of that body 
except Harris and Powell who 
voted nay, and Hardesty, Poujade, 
Sharon, Westerfield and Williams, 
who were absent, vuted in favor 
of the measure. The most 
charitable view that can be taken 
of the action of the Senators voting 
for the lottery bill is that they 
could not appreciate the light in 
which it placed them; that they 
were unable tocomprehend the dig- 
nity of their positions, or that they 
considered that their body had the 
power to limit the constitution and 
authority of the Supreme Court.

„We began with good stoves—those 
in general use upon all New England 
roads. After that we began to use the 
coal stove, but objections to this being 
made we adopted the Baker and the 
Spear heaters, which we are still using 
in the cars on our road. As to light- 
ing, we began with sperm oil; then 
we adopted the sperm candle. The 
next to appear was the gas man. We 
tried his system; our cars were piped 
at great expense, but after a thorough 
trial that, proved a failure, By this 
time the candle man had come with 
his enormous sperm candle, at least 
two inches in diameter. The public 
soon found out that they were not 
getting enough, and we next tried 
kerosene oil of 112 degrees test. This 
frightened every body and we gave it 
up for what is known as mineral 
sperm oil of 300 degrees test, which 
means that the lamps will not explode 
until there is a heat (f 300 degrees. 

Fer my part, I consider that there 
isas much danger from our lights as 
from our stoves, and should be glad 
to substitute anything which would 
satisfy the public and make them safe. 
I notice thatthe newspapers sav the 
coal stove must go. Will they please 
tell us what to putin its place? I do 
not want to take it out and freeze our 
passengers before there is something 
to putin its place. Heating by steam 
from the locomotive has not been suf- 
ficiently tested to warrant the change 
being made at once, but whatever can 
be shown to be the best and safest 
method will be adopted, I have al- 
ways instructed the heads of the de- 
partments to use the best material to 
satisfy the demands of the public.“ 


Russia“ Position, 

St. Pererssure, February 19. 
It is semi-officially stated in Rus- 
sian Government circles that the con- 
viction is gaining ground that war be- 
tween France and Germany is inevit- 
able. In addition, itis said, a fresb 
defeat of France might involve dis- 
astrous results to Russia. The Czar’s 
government will, in the event of war, 
preserve entire liberty of action. It 
will not support France as an ally,but 
may assume a reserved attitude to 
prevent Germany from sending the 
whole of the army west of the Rhine, 
and even if France should be defeated 
Russia will extenuate as much as pos- 
sible, the effects of disaster. For this 
reasou it is declared that Russia wil! 
await the outcome of the different 
phases of the Bulgarian crisis with the 
greatest calmness and will act in such 
a way as to avoid being involved with 
Austria or England at the moment 
when France and Germany commence 
hostilities. 


The Worst Feared. 
Derroit, February 19. 

An Evening Journal's special from 
Lyéhs says the situation is becoming 
hourly more alarming. Four squads 
of men are working the gorge in dif- 
ferent places in hopes of opening the 
riverchannel. They are working on 
the over-flowed lands where the least 
opening can be found. Despite the 
most strenuous efforts to open the 
water course, the river has risen rap- 
idly until at the bridge it is within 15 
inches of the highest mark, Persons 
coming in from up the river say that 
the Lansing ice has nearly reached 
here and it is a tremendous body of 
water. Buildings are being anchored 
in expectation of the Lansing ice com- 
ing across the ‘prairie. It is thought 
the water will reach five feet above the 
present limits. A cutting west wind 
is blowing and citizens anticipate the 
worst results. 5

These two escaped, and going 
as it is thought, to this cave, quarrelled 
over a division of the spoils of the 
gang, and following their murderous 
bent, shot and killed each other. Steps 
will be taken fora further investiga- 
tion. It has beer hinte! that the 
cavern was most likely the headquar- 
ters many years ago of John A. Mur- 
rill, who robbed and murdered people 
of this portion of Kentucky and the 
neighboring State of Tennessee. 


Rallroad Accidents. 
LANCASTER, Pa., February 19. 

An east-bound freight train on the 
Pennsylvania railroad broke near Col- 
lins station early this morning and 
the rear portion wasrun into by an- 
other freight train, wrecking several 
cars and throwing them on the west 
track. A west bound freight ran into 
the wreck, the result being that two 
engines and two cars on the three 
trains were badly wrecked. Noone 
was iajured. The wreck has been re- 
moved and travel in both directions 
resumed. A south-bound freight on 
the Reading and Columbia railroad 
was wrecked bya slide of rock in a 
deep cut near Reinholds station this 
morning early. The engine and five 
cars loaded, were thrown from the 
track and badly broken up. No one 
was injared.

BERLIN, February 19. 
The Prussian Provincial Govern- 
ment has issued a circular, advising 
officials of the unusual importance of 
the coming elections for the Reichstag, 
urging them to refrain from doing 
anything to assist the opponents of 
the government. The Ministers of 
the other German States have adopted 
a sirailar course. The National Lib- 
eral Committee of Lubeck, sent to Bis- 
marck & copy of a placard posted on 
the walls of that city by the Progres- 
sists, quoting from a pretended mani- 
festo of the Emperor, the statement 
being that no war is impending. 
Bismarck immediately telegraphed a 
reply which was placarded through- 
out Lubeck, stating that the declara- 
tion of the Emperor was an absolute 
invention. The Post denounces the 
lying methods resorted to by the Pro- 
qrenatete and Centre Members. “The 
latter,“ says the Post, refering to the 
triennate, “are especially assidious in 
their efforts to reduce the importance 
of the Pope’s declaration in the eyes 
of the Catholics.”

He has a rich 
Scotch-Irish brogue and whenever 
he rises to speak, which is quite 
frequent, he is listened to with 
marked attention. He was bern ip 
ireland and is now in his 48th year, 
He has the genuine North of Ire- 
la ud intelligent blue eye, with 
heavy lashes aud browu as well as 
pray bair, which is quite plentiful. 
is forebead is high, but Lrish-like 
is partly hidden by his bair. His 
nose is semi-acquiline denvuting a 
mixture of the Sevtch-Ceitic char- 
acter. His ears are not large, but bis 
ey-s make up avy deficiency in 
that direction, Lespeakiog for him 
heaps of good nature. e follows 
the hotel business aod is a man of 
family. He is very quick-witted 
aod a good debater. IIIs parlia- 
mentary knowledge rauks with 
that of any gentleman ou the floor.

HON. GEORGE ALT, 


Assemblyman from Wasboe county, 
is a large framed, married mau, and 
even at his present age is possibly 
the strongest man on the floor. His 
whole face betokens great physical 
strength and considerable uative 
character. He has broad features 
only adorned by a large bushy 
moustache. His hair is slightly 
grey as is his moustache. Heis in 
his 55th year, came from the ‘‘Kev- 
stoue State,’ and follows farming 
as an occupation. His eyes are 
blue aud keen, though not large or 
protruding, They are a pair 
crowned by limited brows aud are 
somewhat of a character that he 
“who runs may read“ that they 
mean what their owuer says. His 
ears are large but do not stand out 
very, prominently, but sufficiently so, 
however, to take in everything going 
on. I should judge that economy, 
shrewduess and carefulness are the 
main features of his composition in 
bis business dealings. There is a vein 
of humor in him and I think a fond- 
ness for music.

Assemblyman from Storey county, is 
a little above the medium height and 
rather good looking. He follows min- 
ing for an avocation, and like that 
class which can be found nowhere else 
in the world, but on the Comstock, if 
seen in the ball-room, would be taken 
fora bank clerk. He is only 32 years 
of age anda native of Iilinois. It is 
unnecessary to say he is married, for 
the most casual observer could deter- 
mine that if he saw him generously 
giving bonmots to the over-worked 
lady clerks on the floor of the Assem- 
bly any day. He has dark eyes and 
hair, but his monstache is of a dark 
brown [while on thecolorof the mous- 
tache, in contradistinction to that of 
the hair, I might say here, for the ben- 
efit of all your readers, that the Golor 
of the former is greatly influenced by 
what a man eats or drinks—whether it 
be hot(?) or cold, etc.] while he abomi, 
nates whiskers of any kind. His ears 
are large and nose of the Grecian 
order, think there is a little of the 
Ait in his composition, too.

His nose 
is aguiline and eyes dark gray, and 
they are covered by an irregular set of 
heavy, dark e-brows. However, 
he has a chin [ndicative of firmness 
and determination. His whole face is 
an interesting ove and would attract 
attention anywhere. He speaks fairl 
but not often and never misses a roll 
call. In commuttee be performs his 
best work. He is a native of En- 
gland, now in his 43d year, and is a 
storekeeper by profession. There is a 
considerable fund of good humor as 
well as good nature la him and he 
relishes both sarca~m and wit in de- 
bate. He appears to be a man who 
believes that less talk and more work 
would best subserve the interests of 
the State and in that he is joined by 
your correspondent. His record here 
is a clean one, as couscientiousn 
and a strong affection for his adop 
county, seem to place him in contra- 
distinction to many of his own people 
“away up.“ Storey county knew 
him when she seat him there, but she 
will know him better and more favor- 
ably when his labors cease.

HON. JAMES WARD, 


Democratic Assemblymen from Hum- 
bolit county, is a tall, broad-shoul- 
dered, dark-complexioned gentlemen 
with dark hair, moustache and chin 
whiskers. He walks straight and 
stand as erect as an arrow. He has 
gray blue eyesand although a native 
of Vermont, if he were in Mexico and 
could speak the native tongue, he 
would be taken for aSpaniard at avy 
time. He is the author of the bill 
which recently passed the Legislature, 
for a railroad through Humboldt 
county to the Northern boundary line 
of Nevada. He is always in his seat, 
I don’t think he has missed one roll 
call this session. This attention to 
duty I attribute to his strong desire. to 
further the interests of his con tit- 
uents. He has a broad forehead and 
and a semi-aquiline nose, large ears 
and heavy dark eye-brows, while these 
constitute a combination indicative of 
equanimity, at the same time I would 
not infer that he lacks the possession 
of those other qualities that go towards 
making up a sterliug character. He 
has a broad chin heuce ürmness must 
be added to bis other qualities of head 
and heart. He is genial in his dispo- 
sition and quite ovservaot in all his 
actions.

Republican Assemblyman from Storey 
county, is another tall, handsome gen- 
tlemau. whose hair is jet black and 
moustache (for he too like his col- 
league Mr. Ford, abhors whiskers,) 
dark brown, but heavy. He is a 
miner by occupation, butif he were 
seen on Broadway would be taken for 
a traveling salesman. He does not 
essay to be an orator ora parliamen- 
tarian but can say his say when he 
thinks it is his duty to do so. He ap- 
pears to be a man of good horse sense, 
enjuying what is called a “*well-bal- 
anced“ head. His eyes are dark but 
quick, and his ears large with lugs 
similar, indicating that be is pervep- 
tive and generous at one and the same 
time. His nose is straight and pointed 
and bespeaks for its possessor pene- 
trative qualities which if cultivated in 
early lite would have marked bim as 
aman capable of delving into the 
depths of Knotty propositions and 
bringing forth a correct solution of 
the same. His whole face taken ata 
glance, just as I study them all, im- 
plies carefalness, watchfulness, taste, 
discrimination, love of quiet aud a 
considerable amount of native grit. 
He, too,is a native of old England and 
is married. He seems to have a strong 
affection for home life and I dare say 
his present position is not altogether 
within his best liking. But should he 
aspire again there will be no charge of 
dereliction of duty laid at his door, be- 
cause he hasdone weil here from 
honest, disinterested motives as to 
self, but largely forthe good of his 
class and the future of Nevada.
